The Israel Cabinet yesterday 
anounced its agreement in prin- 
ciple to take part in a Middle 
East peace conference on Decem- 
ber 18, as suggested by U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer. The Cabinet stated that 
when an official invitation to at- 
tend the peace conference ar- 
rived, it wonld be discussed by 
the Cabinet and an official reply 
formulated. 

Cabinet Secretary Michael Arnon 
would not say who was expected 
to send an official invitation or 
when. Be also refused to disclose 
the details of Israel's agreement 
in principle ~~ and especialy what 
conditions, if any, had been made. 

It is learned, however, that Is- 
rael anticipates a formal invitation 
to the peace talks from the U.S. 
Government, Perhaps in concert 
with the Soviets. {The talks are 
to be under joint U.S.-Soviet aus- 
Pices.) 

Dr. Kissinger, it is learned, pro- 
posed that Israel, Egypt, Jordan, 
Syria, the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. 
take part in the Peace conference 
with the U.N. Secretary-General 
present as an observer. His sug- 
gested venue is Geneva and Israel 
ig understood to have agreed to 


this, although the venue is not 
mentioned in the Cabinet com- 
munique. 


A well-informed* official in Jeru- 
saiem told The Post last night that 
the Geneva parley would be con- 
ducted at Foreign Minister's level 

Israel's agreement in principle 
to take part was conveyed to the 
US. 

An important condition at- 
tached to the Israeli response is 
that no issues of substance are to 
be discussed at the peace confe- 
rence until after Israel's elections 
on December 31. Thus, what is 
envisaged is a ceremonial opening 


Session with perhaps discussion on 
procedure and agenda, followed by 
ἃ long’ Christmas recess until after 
a new government is formed in 
Jerusalem. 

The decision to reply positively 
to Dr. Kissinger was taken by 
consensus, without a vote, after the 
majority of ministers had reject- 
ed an N.R.P. suggestion that Israel 
seek ways of postponing even the 
opening of the peace conference 
until after the elections. Religious 
Affairs Minister Zerah Warhaftig¢ 
argued for seeking a postpone- 
ment, but most Cabinet members 
thought this would be interpreted 
as foot-dragging.

been apprised directly of Dr. Kis- 
singer's views on an eventual 
peace settlement. He gave awey 
nothing of his views on thia crucial 
question in bis meeting last week

Gaddafi asks Europe 
backing, blasts leaders 
of Arab countries

PARIS. — Libyan President Muam- 
mar Gaddafi called on Europe yes- 
terday to support the Arab coun- 
tries and the Palestinians in their 
war against Israel but hedged on 
whether he advocated the destruc- 
tion of the Jewish state. He also 
ftashed out agninst the Arab kings 
and heads of state assembling in 
Algiers and said the battle against 

Israel must continue. 

Wearmmg the same black turtle- 
necked sweater as when he met 
President Pompidou here or 
Saturday, the 32-year-old Libyan 
leader teld a press conference: “T 
am. not opposed to Palestinian Arab 
resistance leaders getting together 
with the Israelis to discuss a peaco 
settlement for the Middle Hast. But 
the final solution remains a matter 
for the Palestinian Arabs.” 

Asked whether he wanted to see 
Israel wiped off the map, Gaddafi 
replied: “I'm not going to answer that 
sort of question. 

The Libyan leader devoted much 
more of his conference to 


press 
‘attacking his Arab allies than to 


criticism of their arch-enemy. Is- 
rael, 

He said grimly: “We do not con- 
sider that the Arab heads of state 
always represent the feelings of the 
Arab nation. So we prefer to ap 
peal directly to the peoples 
in order to continue the struggle.” 

Gaddafi singled out for special 
condemnation Egypt's President 
Anwar Sadat whom he accused of 
concealing the seale of Israel's mi- 
litary successes during the October 


Gaddafi said: “We were told only 
seven Israeli tanks had crossed the 
Suez Canal in a gmail commando 
raid. Bat we soon found out that 
there were seven Israeli divisions 
on the Egyptian bank of the Canal. 
‘We are being kept in the dark. 
Nobody really knows exactly where 
the Arab armies are today and 
how big .our losses really are.” 
Gaddafi sald there was no one 
in the Arab world today who had 
the courage of the Jate President 
Gamal: Abdel Nasser to speak up 
frankly. “In 1967 when he suffered 
a military defeat, he said so and 
offered to resign,” he said. “We 
find no one with such courage 
among the Arab leaders today.” 
Urging Western Europe to give 


public backing to “the Palestinian 
Arabs, victims of Israeli aggres- 
sion," Gaddafi said it was the duty 
of the Common Market countries to 
rid the Mediterranean of U.S. and 
Soviet domination and to turn it 
into “a lake of peace,” 

Gaddafl looked pale and drawn 
during his two-hour confrontation 
with journalists at the Plaza 
Athenee hotel where he has been 
staying under a close police guard 
during his weekend in Paris. He 
shrugged off reports that a two- 
hour visit to the Saint Antoine 
Hospital-here for 2 medical check- 
up meant he was in ill health. He 
said with a chuckle: “I'm as fit as 


a fiddle. Just take a look at me.”" 


Gaddafi dismissed King Faisal of 
Saudi Arabia as ‘nothing more 
than an of] merchant.” 

Turning to Israel, he said: "Jews 
who came to Israel after 1945 must 
go back to the countries from which 
they came, But"Jews from the Arab 
world can live in peace with the 
same rights and obligations as 
Palestinian Arabs. In Libya the 
gates are open to Jews from Arab 
countries. The time will come when 
they will want to pass through,” 

The Libyan President, who is 
boycotting the Arab summit which 
opens in Algiers today, later flew 
home to Tripoli after a stopover in 
Valletta, where he has close ties 
with the Maltese Government. 

Geddafi said the oil embargo was 
the fault of Israel and the U.S, He 
recognised the Common Market coun- 
tries were supporting the Arabs but 
said Libya’s reduction of oi! de- 
liveries must be maintained in the 
cause of Arab solidarity. ᾿

Golda: We can’t 
live like others

Premier Golda Melr ‘said last 
night that Israel hed lulled 


itself into thinking in recent years 
that ‘because it saw no point to 
war the Arabs didn't either, 

“We were so absolutely certain 
that war can solve’ nothing and 
that we wanted peace that we 
transferred this feeling to a‘ very 
large extent to our neighbours. The 
intelligence reports (about war pre- 
Pparation) came in and the best 
of our people said ‘it can't hap- 
pen’.” Mrs, Meir was speaking at 
a Knesset dinner for leaders of 
Anglo-Jewry. 

For the first time in any of Is- 
rael’s wars, Mrs. Meir said, the 
feeling existed in the first two days 
of the October war that Israel may 
lose. On the outcome of the war, 
she said, depended not .only the 
fate of Israel but of the Jewish 
People. “I’m convinced as I never 
was before that the continuity of 
the Jewish people depends on us.” 

“The lesson we have to learn and 
teach our children and grandchildren. 
— and it is a bitter lesson -— is 
that we just cannot live like all 
other people in the world, If we 
turn away for 2 moment because 
it’s too dark to face this truth, 
then we're lost. We have to learn 
how not to give up one iota of 
our desire for peace and never 
again to believe that because we 
want it they will give it to us." 
Israel must increase its strength 
every hour and augment its popu- 
lation, she said. 

“There is no Jew in Israel who 
can say he is the same today as 
he was on Yom Kippur Eve. I don't 
believe I will ever be the same." 
The Premier said she was not a 
pessimist and believed that Israel 
would one day live with its neigh- 
bours as do other countries.

arouses teachers’ ire

TEL AVIV, — Teachers and lead- 
érs of youth movements have 
been sending strongly worded 
protests to the Ministry of Edu- 
cation over the weekend, follow- 
ing disclosures to the effect that 
on socal eaneation cet has rae 
a pamphlet ining the 
need “to prepare pupils emotion- 
ally for the eventuality that most 
of territories won in 1967 may 
be_ returned.” 

The pamphlet, whose existence 
has been strongly denied by the Mi- 
nistry up to now, was put oui as 
a of a meeting of teach- 
ers specializing in social education. 

Oné of the paragraphs says that 
the teachers must be “ready for the 
eventuality that some or most of 
the territories have to be 
Siven back. One should bear in 
mind that today’s high schoo) pu- 
pils have been living at least since 
their llth year in an Israel which 
includes Jerusalem, Hebron, the 
Jordan Valley and Sinai. 

“The return of these territories 
may bring about an emotional cri- 
sis for these youngsters, as they 
are used to living a comparatively 
big country and would now find 
themselves hemmed in within nar- 
row frontiers," the pamphlet says. 
It concludes that it may be too 
early to raise the fssue outright, 
but teachers must cousider how to 
deal with the eventuality just the 
same. 

The pamphlet has been received in 
ἃ very few schools in the Dan 
region, A ministry employee who 
confirmed its existence to The Jeru- 
salem Post said that the reaction 
from teachers was’ one of shock 
and hostility, regardless of political 
views. 

‘They said," he declared, “that 
the Ministry of Education seems to 
have concluded the negotiations with 
the Arabs before they have 
even, begun, and has in effect 
dec:ded on ἃ unilateral withdrawal 
before anyone has the slightest ink- 
Ing as to whether this would 


bring peace and aa to whether any- 
one in the Arab world has even 
the slightest desire for peace. The 
teachers were arguing that this is 
defeatism of the worst sort and 
the first time the Ministry had so 
blatantly attempted to interfere 
politically in what is to be said in 
the classroom, and influence opin- 
fons of young people,”

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Egypt becomes wary of

CAIRO (AP). — The much-heralded 
plans for a merger of Egypt and 
‘Libya have fallen victim to the 
war, and # is uncertain if they will 
be revived. 

A 100-member constituent assemb- 
ly formed to lay the groundwork 
for joint government its 
meetings when war broke out on 
October 6. 

Prospects for the resumption of 
work on the merger have been 
clouded by Libya’s branding of the 
cease-fire a3 Arab “capitulation.” 

Two days after the war began, 
Libyan leader Colonel Gaddafi was 
quoted as referring to the conflict 
as “an operetta war.”

BRUSSELS (INA). — An “Assem- 
bly for Israel” has been set up 
here. Former Prime Minister Gas- 
ton HEyskens helped launch the 
newly created non-political group. 

The organization issued an initial 
statement asking ‘“unders 
and support” of Israel in its strug- 
gle for existence and reaffirms its 
Tight to secure borders. 


The Egyptian government spokes- 
man, Ahmed Anis, has declined to 
comment on Gaddafi’s criticism of 
the Sadat strategy.

“The erratic and perplexing per- 
sonality of President Gaddafi has 
amazed even his close friends in 
Libya and Egypt and rendered it 
impossible to count on any firm line 
with him,” said Ihsan Abdel Kud- 
dous, editor of the mass-circulation 
“Abbar el-Yor." 

Gaddafi’s proclaimed refusal to at- 
tend the Arab summit today, and 
his frequent proclamations to that 
effect during his visits to Yugoslavia 
and France, have prompted some 
foreign commentators to say that he 
is trying to wreck the Arab sum- 
mit, Kuddous said.

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NEW WATERGATE CONTROVERSY 
Probe into ‘silent’ 
tape begins today 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Some 
White House aides are worried 
about the effect of several appa- 
rent discrepancies arising from the 
official explanation of the latest 
Watergate tapes controversy. 

The question is due to be in- 
vestigated in a Federal court from 
today, when President Nixon's law- 
yers begin explaining how 18 mi- 
nutes of a key recording came to 
be wiped out, and why this fact 
was not disclosed for so long. 

‘The hearings before U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge John Sirica may 
go on for days, keeping the issue 
in the public eye at a time when 
Nixon had been promising election- 
minded Republican politicians that 
he knew of no more Watergate 
bombshells. 

The prospect of fresh disclosures 
bas Nixon's aides worried. “This is 
Soing to be a tough one,’ said one 
White House official. 

The extent of the sethack will 
depend in part on how convincingly 
the White House is able to straight- 
en out the puzzle. White House 
lawyer J. Fred Buzhardt told Judge 
Sirica last Wednesday that 2 sub- 
poenaed recording of Nixon and his 
former chief of staff, H.R. Halde- 
man, contained 18 minutes of “a 
tone and no conversation.” It was 
the first time such a gap had 
‘been mentioned. No previous tes- 
timony by White House witnesses 
could account for such a tone, Buz- 
hardt sald technical tests had been 
conducted and had failed to explain 
it. 

Prosecutors intend to ask whether 
the tone was produced accidentally, 
either at the time of recording or 
later, or whether it is evidence of 
ἃ Geliberate attempt to blot out an 
incriminating conversation. Prose-

War risk premium _ 
on cargoes halved 
HAIFA. — The war risk insurance 
premium on cargoes shipped to and 
from Israel by sea will be halved 


from this morning. The war risks 
rating committee of Lloyd's of Lon- 


5 don informed the Shippers’ Council 
5 by cable yesterday, that it had de- 


cided to reduce the premium from 
one per cent to 0.5 per cent. Before 
the war the premium was only 
0.2 per cent. 


The Council had last week re- 
quested to reduce the premium to 
its pre-war level, in view of the 
cease-fire. The insurance premiums 
on the cargoes are borne by the 
importers and exporters, who are 
represented by the Council. 


The Council and the shipping com- 
panies are to complete their nego- 
tiations today on the costs of the 
war risk premiums on ships coming 
here, which the government had 
covered until last week. The pre- 
mium on the ships is now 0.2 per 
cent of the ship's value, down froin 
the war time high of 0.75 per cent, 
but still eight times higher than 
the war-time high of 0.75 per cent, 
extra costs are now covered by the 
ship owners, who want the shippers 
to pay for them — at least partially.

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PANDORA'S BOX IN GREECE 


Jt is well known that a dicta- 
torial regime is in greatest 
danger not during the period in 
which it is particularly oppres- 
sive, but when it starts to take 
some steps towards liberaliza- 
tion. What happened in Greece 
yesterday confirms this fact, al- 
though in a loxical way. 
The Papadgpulos repime ee 
not over rown (as 
yened last month in thailand) 
by the students and young 
workers who last week bravely 
fought the security forces, but 
by the same army which six 
years and seven months ΠΩΣ 
brought Colonel Papadopulos 
and his fellow officers to power. 

It is clear what Papadopulos 
stands guilty of in the eyes 
the new junta led by the com- 
mander of the first army, Gen- 
eral Fedon Ghizikis, who has 
precieimed himself president of 
the republic. They accuse him 
of having betrayed the spirit of 
the April 1967 revolution by too 
much leniency to the left and 
tne old politicians of the right 
and the centre as well as by 
nominating on October 8 a civi- 
lian government led by a bril- 
liant ‘economist, Spyros Marke- 
zinis, leader of the small Pro- 
gressive party. 

Tke young officers. (General 
Ghizikis is only in his forties) 
feel that by making these re- 
forms President Papadopulos 
opened a Pandora’s box. They 
believe a first taste of what 
this box contains was provided 
by the violent demonstration of 
students and workers in Athens 
and that it should therefore 
be shut tight at once.
